Corn that stays 
in the farmers’ cribs, as it was 
held for months during last win- 
ter in many parts of the corn 
belt, does nobody any good. 
Wheat that stays on the farms of 
Kansas as it stayed last winter 
helps only the rats. What is the 
use of the railroads cutting didos 
with the transportation system 
of the country, if the feeders of 
the railroads, our public roads to 
shipping points, are to be so neg- 
lected that the good work of the 
farmers is rendered of little avail 
by inability to get the stuff from 
the land into the cars? There 
are a few hysterical persons in 
office who seem to think that 
good roads are a luxury because 
our grandfather did not have 
them. They forget that their 
grandfathers did not have to feed 
100,000,0.00 American mouths, 
not to mention a lot of hungry 
ones among the 46,000,000 peo- 
ple of Great Britian and Ireland 
and the 40,000,000 of France. 
All grandfather had to do was to 
supply food for 23,000.000 per- 
sons. Biscay s are edifying to 
r«ad about but worthless to copy 
now. Why hamper tbo farmer* 
who is working from dawn ' to 
dusk to help wint the war by 
making him haul our food sup- 
plies over roads that grandfather 
knew very well were wretched?

Peace Proposals From the Pope. 
Pope Benedict lust week submitted 
to the warring nutlons a definite pro- 
posal for peace. In all the capitals It 
wus received with the serious consid- 
eration due It beeuuse of Its impres- 
siveness und its distinguished source, 
but the general trend of opinion among 
diplomats wus thut It would result lu 
nothing. Despite the evident sincerity 
of the popes’ plan, tlie pence he pro- 
poses Is too much of a “German peace” 
to suit Great Britain, France and Italy, 
and It Is uot conceivable tlml Presi- 
dent Wilson uud the United States 
would accept It ns stated. Germany 
and her allies doubtless would be only 
too pleased to end the wur on the 
terms suggested ; Indeed, the pope's up- 
penl at this time Is considered by many 
to have been Inspired by Austria, 
i Briefly, his holiness would have all 
conquered territories restored, Includ- 
ing Uerumuy's colonies, and the peace- 
ful settlement of the questions or Ah 
aaee-Lorralne und Italia IrrIUentH left 
to Hie future; he thinks tliertf must be 
no reparation for losses sustained, and 
uo continuation of the war by an eco- 
nomic struggle thereafter;. Mind for 
the avoidance of future wars lie In- 
dorses President Wilson’s plan of In- 
ternational agreement to reduce nriuu- 
ments, enforce peine anil obtain rec- 
ognition of the national aspirations of 
the smaller peoples.

Your Star on The Flag. - 

Did you know that every star 
in ous United States flag has its 
own and particular state which 
represents and that its placement 
on the square of blue is carefully 
and deffinitely regulated by law 
and executive order? 

In 1912, on the 26th day of Oc- 
tober, the last executive order 
concerning the flag was made 
and it provided for the specific 
arrangement of the stars. They 
were to be arranged in six hori- 
zontal rows of eight stars each. 
Starting in the .upper left hand 
corner and placing each row from 
left to right, the star correspond- 
ing to each state is named in the 
order of the states’ ratification 
of the constitution. 

Thus star No. 1 in the upper 
left hand corner if for Deleware. 
Star No. 48, in the lower right 
hand corner, is for Arizona. 

The following list will show 
you at a glance exactly which 
star is yours. 

First row— No. 1, Deleware; 2, 
Pennsylvania; 3, New Jersey; 4, 
Georgia; 5, Connecticut; 6, Mas- 
sachusetts; 7, Maryland; 8, South 
Carolina.

Humptullps Pete from the fact that 
for more than thirty years he had 
lived in the HumptultpB valley, was a 
resident of Grays Harbor for 76 yearB. 
or since 1840, when he came with a 
war party of Indians from the Colum- 
bia river to attack the harbor Indians. 

The invaders, a large band, came 
into the harbor in canoes and landed 
at James Rock, about six miles west 
of Hoquiam. There they camped for 
the night, pulling their canoes high 
up on the beach to be out of reach of 
the tide. <• 

During the night the Indians of the 
harbor attacked the Invaders and the 
last big Indian battle of the Grays 
Harbor district was fought there. 

Most of the invaders were either 
killed or captured, only a few escap- 
ing. The captives were made prison- 
ers, and among their number were the 
two Indians known after the white 
men came as Humptullps Pete and 
John Kettle. 

Both were freed by the Governor 
Stovens treaty with the Grays Harbor 
Indians. *

Arc Your Meadows and Pastures 
^ Weedy ? 

jP Farmers generally raise an in- 
excusable number of weeds in 
ftheir pastures and meadows. 
Traveling through the country 
one cannot be struck by the num- 
ber of clover fields white with 
the blossoms of “white-top" in- 
stead of red with the blossoms of 
clover. Timothy and redtop 
meadows often offer better pros- 
pects for the botanical collector 
than for the hay maker. Past- 
ures in which useless weeds out- 
number the useful grass plants 
are so common as to attract at- 
ract no attention. 

These conhitions are rather 
worse than usual this year in 
some sections, but they are too 
general in any year. Few farm- 
ers take thp proper care of their 
meadows. Fewer still give their 
matures recent treatment. The 
IjKilfs are small yields of poor 
Bfillity hay and scanty returnes 
from the pasture fields: 

I It is not easy to keep all the 
weeds out of the meadows and 
^pastures, but it is selom necessary 
toJet them grow in the large num- 
so often see. The weed I 
in th* tneadows or pastures may 
be just as harmful as the weed 
in the cornfield. Farmers must 
learn to keep the new ones out 
and get rid of the ones they have. 

Lots of these weeds are sown' 
when the farmer thinks he is sow- 
ing grass or clover. Lots of 
them come in the vacant spaces 
left by insufficient seeding, 
Lots of them get to the fields 
from neglected fencerows and 
uncultivated lands. . Lots of 
them are on the ground when 
grass is sown just because the 
proper preparation was not given 
the soil. 

Often the only way to get rid 
of the weeds in a pasture or 
meadow is to plow it up. In 
many cases the judicious use of 
the mowing machine will do 
much. Lime, manure or fertil- 
izer will help the grass crowd 
them out many times. The mat- 
tock and the brier scythe visit 
most pastures and and many 
meadows too infrequently. Bet- 
tecjegula ted ggzjnj^djhe_use 
of more sheep^and goats would 
do much for many farmers. 

It is unprofitable to devote the 
richest land on the farm to the 
growing of ironweed or white- 
top, unprofitable to make the 
grazing animal hunt around half 
a dozen plants of buck horn or 
clumps of daisies to find one 
bunch of grass. Better care of 
the pastures and meadows is a 
crying need.— Southern Agricul- 
turist.

With many poultrymen the use 
ef blue ointment as a remedy for 
lice is replacing the use of lice 
powder and liquid lice killers. 

When lice powder is used, the 
dusting must very thorough, as 
the decendants of any louse that 
escapes will soon reinfust the hen. 
with lice powders at least two 
dustings must be made ten days 
apart. 

On the other hand, when blue 
ointment is used, but one applica- 
tion will keep the fowl free of lice 
for an entire season. The Oint- 
ment is applied by rubbing a 
small pellet into the feathers a- 
round the vent, as all lice on the 
fowl must make frequent visits to 
this portios of the hen in order 
to obtain moisture.— Ex.

John Colgan of Louisville, Recently 
Deceased, Was the Pioneer of 
the Business In America. 



The death a short time ago at hiB 
home in Louisville, Ky., of John Col- 
gau brings to mind the fact that he 
was the pioneer chewing gum manu- 
facturer In the United States. His | 
business career in many ways was a 
remarkable one, the Richmond Vir- ; 
ginlan observes. When but nineteen 
years of age he began business in a 
small drug store ih his home city. In 
the use of balsam in the preparation 
of cough sirups he conceived the idea of 
sweetening and rolling the tolu into 
sticks, which he gave freely to his 
friends and customers. A few years 
luter he was told by a traveling sales- 
man of a large quantity or chicle, 
which hud been Imported by a druggist 
in New Orleans for experimental pur- 
poses, In the hope that it might be 
used as a substitute for rubber. When 
this was found impossible, the chicle 
was offered for sale, and Mr. Colgan 
ourebasod the entire lot, hoping it 
:ould be used for chewing gum. 

As a result of his mixture of the 
jaisaw tolu toith the chicle, the first 
hewing gum, as we now have it, was 
iroduced. The demand for this new 
■"HTM 'WTi A ko greu^ IhalThlTsupplr 7>T 
:kl&le was soou exhausted and sup- 
plies In large 'quantities were ordered 
rom Mexico. Other "chewing gum 
uakers’' soon began to use it also in 
heir products, and today over 6,000,- 
-00 pounds of it are made in the Unit- 
id States each year. 

Mr. Colgan, who was seventy-two 
/ears of age at the time of his death, 
spent -his entire life in Louisville, and 
or many years was actively engaged 
n buuiness In that city. He was a 
must of splendid personality, and his 
lcath was much regretted.

Sixteen to One. 

Roger Babson, statistician, has 
been making a study of the mor- 
tality figures of the European 
war. As a result of his investi- 
gations he says that only one in 
sixteen are killed in battle. 
These figures are taken for the 
entire period of the war up to the 
beginning of the fourth year. It 
must be remembered that the 
mortality list is not nearly so 
great at present as it was during 
the first two years of the war 
when such battles as the Marne, 
Ypres and Verdun were fought. 

The allied armies now are con- 
serving man power with the re- 
sult, according to Babson, that 
at present probably not more 
than one in thirty are killed in 
battle. 

Mr. Babson further says that, 
thanks to modern sanitation, the 
death rate 'from disease is no 
greater among soldiers than civ- 
ilians. He further says that the 
chances of losing an arm or a leg 
or of becoming permanently dis- 
abled are only about one in five 
hundred. 

Mr. Babson is a noted statisti- 
cian and the figures given out by 
him can be taken as approxi- 
mately correct.

Animals Wa Nevar Met 
Dr. N. A. Cobb, an authority on 
zoology, declares that there must be 
hundreds of thousands of species of 
nematodes, or threadworms, more than 
nine-tenths of which are still unknown 
i > science. Of the parasitic nematodes 
infesting vertebrate animals alone It 
Is estimated that there are at least 
80,000 species. Insects, mollusks, crus- 
taceans aud other animal groups are 
also much Infested, and as a rule 
a given species of nematode la peculiar 
to a single species of host. Lastly the 
species of uematode living tree In soli 
and water vastly outnumber the pat 
Buttle species. Ab these creatures Jn 
enormously prolific, the number of In- 
dividuals must be quite beyond con- 
ception. Doctor Cobb estimates that 
in the upper tootsof an arable Ball 
the numbur of nematodes runs to thou 
sands of minions nn acre.
